on the contrary, substantial cuts in 
financial aid to college students 
have been proposed and fiercely 
debated. 

In response to the controversy 
surrounding these reductions in 
aid, the United States Department 
of Education has sought to remove 
some of the confusion surrounding 
the changes in financial aid during 
recent months. To this end, the 
dept.’s Deputy Assistant Secretary 
for Student Financial Aid, Edward 
M. Elmendorf compiled an article 
outlining the various forms of fi- 
nancial aid offered by the Federal 
government, and the monies that 
will be alotted each type of aid. The 
article stresses the need to have fi- 
nancial aid programs return to their 
original goal, “which was to help 
students cover the cost of a college 
education — not to carry the whole 
burden. A successful return to orig- 
inal intent will help insure the 
survival of these aid programs for 
future students.” 

Mr. Elmendorf contends that as 
the economy recovers, interest 
rates will be lowered, resulting in 
the lessening of student repayment 
costs and reduction of Federal ex- 
penditures. Also, it is mentioned 
that the Reagan administration is 
concentrating on collecting delin- 
quent and defaulted student loans, 
with $80 million anticipated for 



This information sounds reassur- 
ing and hopeful, but the best way to 
be informed of the developments in 
financial aid and to make compe- 
tent decisions based on the new in- 
formation, is to pay attention to 
newspaper and magazine articles, 
announcements posted by the col- 
lege financial aid department, and 
most importantly, bu discussing 
the latest revisions and conditions 
with the financial aid officers who 
are the most knowledgable on the 
often confusing and contradictory 
facts and figures.

Budget Cut 



U.A. Finances — On Sept. 13th, 
the Senate, after reviewing the fi- 
nancial outlook for the 1982-83 
school year, approved a 10% club 
budget cut. 

As students are aware, an activity 
fee of $30 is collected at the begin- 
ning of each semester. During the 
1981-82 school year, the Under- 
graduate Association received 
$21,000 in fees. Due to a drop in 
student enrollment, this year we 
will receive less funds. 

Last year, the allotment for this 
year’s budget was increased by over 
$3,000. This was due to many 
factors, such as an increase in the 
number of clubs. The total before 



the 10% cut was $28,294. This rep- 
resents an over 12% increase. 

After reviewing these and other 
factors, Senate approved a 10% 
budget cut. This will defray part of 
the increase. As you can see, the 
U.A. budget is still not balanced. 

During the course of this year, 
Senate and Council will have to 
carefully review all Financial deci- 
sions. Along with this, Council has 
already begun fundraisers. For ex- 
ample, the Vice President, Marty 
Griffin has introduced the 50/50 
raffle to St. Joe’s. Through these 
efforts, we hope to insure an enrich- 
ing and enjoyable year.

Movie Review: The Tempest 



TEMPEST , Paul Mazursky’s 
latest film, is a story of mid-life 
crisis with Shakespearean flair. 

Based loosely on Shakespeare’s 
The Tempest , the film tells the story 
of Phillip, a middle-aged architect 
(played with arrogance and wit by 
John Cassavetes), who leaves his 
job, his home and his wife, to go 
back to his Grecian homeland and 
find his roots. 

Complications soon arise. Phil- 
lip’s daughter (newcomer Molly 
Ringwald is one of the film’s 
greatest assets), was only to stay 
with him in Greece for the summer. 
When the summer ends, Phillip’s 
wife (Gena Rowlands) who has 
hooked up with Phillip’s former 
boss (Vittorio Gassman very 

realistic as a casino owner with mob 
connections), comes to Greece to 
bring her home. 

The father and daughter meet a 
free-spirited young woman (Susan 
Sarandon is delightful) who 

persuades them to flee to one of the 
tiny islands around Greece. 

The film deals mainly with their 
life on the island and the efforts of 
the mother to get her daughter 
back. 

The film is difficult to review be- 
cause at its best it is still quite une- 
ven. It wavers between comedy, 
drama, adventure and fantasy 
(Phillip seems to have the power to 
display his anger through control of 
the weather), often clumsily, and at 
times the viewer’s perception of 
events gets so muddled it hardly 
seems worth the effort to under- 
stand what’s going on.

The Best Little Boy . . . 



Holden Caufleld lives! J.D. 
Salinger’s unforgettable character 
of Catcher in the Rye fame has come 
back as a homosexual in John 
Reid’s (pen name) The Best Little 
Boy in the World. This auto- 
biography about how Reid deals 
with his homosexuality gives us a 
humorous and touching look at the 
gay community. 

As he looked back on his child- 
hood, you can’t help but laugh as he 
tells how his brother “Goliath” 
used to pounce on him and of his 
fantasy to pull off the “Do not re- 
move under penalty of law” tag 
from his pillow. Reid does not try to 
be funny; his various experiences 
are funny enough without the of 
one liner being shoved in. 

The Best Little Boy in the World is 
basically divided into two parts: be- 
fore and after Reid “comes out of 
the closet. ” Before he comes out, he 
tells us of his “perfect” family — his 



mother never got her apron dirty, 
his father was bom with an attache 
case attached to his hand, and his 
older brother “Goliath,” although 
he terrorized Reid, was the “Best 
Older Boy In The World” accord- 
ing to his parents. John Reid tried 
to act “straight;” he had three 
girlfriends in his entire life and each 
one caused him terrible grief which 
is related to the reader in a comical 
way. He recalled how one girlfriend 
was “a tremendous brute whom I 
had to wrestle with every night.” 
Throughout the book, Reid 
doesn’t get graphic or very explicit. 
He does, however, let the reader 
know what his desires are. After he 
reveals what his sexual inclinations 
are to his friend, the book takes on a 
new route. At one point, too many 
characters are introduced & I be- 
came confused with the various re- 
lationships which developed. This

¥2 cp mayonnaise

salt & pepper

yogurt, mayonnaise, lemon juice, 
scallions, and salt and pepper.

If it 
snows we’ll stay here. It’s not 
going to bother us.

The object would be for 
the city to have an iron -clad 
contract with the Angels that 
states that they, the Angels, 
can only occupy the premises 
without owning it, for as long 
as they want. But if they use 
the premises for any other 
reason but for the agreed upon 
purpose, then the Angels can 
be evicted, or at the termina- 
tion of such use, the building 
could revert back to city con- 
trol. This ruling will protect 
the city owned property in the 
public interest, and the right 
of the Guardian Angels to exist 
and function as an organiza- 
tion.
